On  the  following  pages  are  written  the  darkest  chapter  in  the  history  of  the 
motor  vehicle  in  Montana,,  We  cannot,  in  arpr  sense,  be  proud  of  the  all-time 
high  death  toll.  Nor  can  we  look  to  a  brighter  picture  for  the  year  1953. 

Every  person  who  receives  one  of  these  reports  should  study  carefully  the 
material  incorporated  in  the  map  and  the  summaries o  To  the  policeman  it 
should  mean  that  he  should  direct  his  efforts  toward  those  places,  times, 
conditions  and  activities  with  which  accidents  are  associated.  To  the 
prosecutor  and  judge  the  same  information  is  valuable,  but  from  a  slightly 
different  angle  because  they  must  both  weigh  relative  values  in  presenting 
their  cases  and  deciding  what  action  should  be  taken.  Most  important  of  all, 
howeverj  the  infonnation  should  be  of  value  to  every  user  of  our  streets  and 
highways.  Just  a  quick  look  at  these  figures  should  convince  even  the  most 
cynical  person  that  a  motor  vehicle  accident  could  happen  to  him. 

With  a  minimum  of  emotion  regarding  the  lives  lost  and  the  suffering  which 
has  been  endured  by  the  many  hundreds  -  even  thousands  -  of  people  affected 
by  the  traffic  accident  problem,  the  cold  facts  of  the  economic  losses  re- 
sulting from  traffic  accidents  should  stagger  us  all.  An  economic  loss, 
when  we  include  wages,  anticipated  income  and  medical  expense,  as  well  as 
the  cost  of  the  damage  to  the  cars  and  other  property  which  is  equal  to  the 
annual  cost  of  building  and  maintaining  Montana's  highway  system,  is  poor 
business.  We  cannot  afford  this  waste  for  long. 

While  the  report  is  intended  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of 
the  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  all  Montanans  should  know  that  society  is  doing 
a  poor  job  of  controlling  the  automobile,  and  since  the  automobile  is  harm- 
less until  the  human  element  is  injected,  society  is  thus  doing  a  poor  job 
of  controlling  itself,.

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SAFETY  AND  EDUCATION  DEPARTI'ENT 


The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  has  long  realized  that  enforcement 
ty  itself,  no  matter  how  strict,  is  not  the  only  solution  to 
the  problem  of  traffic  accidents. 

With  the  tremendous  increase  in  motor  vehicle  travel,  patrolmen 
cannot  follow  every  car.  Therefore,  we  have  to  put  a  great 
deal  of  faith  in  the  other  programs  for  traffic  safety.  We 
give  the  driver's  examination  to  each  new  crop  of  fifteen=year- 
old  drivers  hoping  that  by  getting  them  off  on  the  right  foot, 
they  will  be  safer  drivers  in  years  to  come» 

Today  there  are  thousands  of  these  drivers  who  have  graduated 
from  the  driver  education  program  in  the  high  schools.  This 
program  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds .     Along  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  we  have  worked  hard  to  set  up  this  program 
by  training  teachers  in  special  courses  held  at  the  colleges . 

Although  it  is  not  primarily  our  business,  at  times  there  are 
things  we  can  do  about  the  physical  hazards  which  sometimes 
cause  accidents..  In  many   instances^  our  patrolmen  have  made 
careful  surveys  of  the  locations  where  many  accidents  happen 
and  have  been  able  to  suggest  or  help  plan  some  change,  which 
eliminated  or  lessened  the  dangers 

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  believes  that  a  good  public  informa- 
tion program  is  a  powerful  force  in  preventing  accidents.  We 
have  patrolmen  making  weekly  talks  on  radio  stations  throughout 
the  State.  Patrolmen  often  speak  before  school,  civic,  church 
or  other  groups,  carrying  the  message  of  safety.  There  have 
been  mar^r  radio  programs  and  articles  in  the  newspapers,  which, 
we  think,  have  a  good  effect  in  making  safe  drivers^ 

All  of  this  helps*  We  believe  that  today  the  public  knows  more 
about  safe  driving  than  in  prein.ous  years.  Also-  we  believe 
that  there  is  more  support  by  the  public  for  our  enforcement 
program,.  Some  years  ago  the  public  attitude  was  very  lenient 
toward  drunken  drivers,  but  today  drunken  driving  is  generally 
condemned  by  public  opinion 

Back  around  19Ul  there  were  about  12  persons  killed  on  Montana 
highways  for  each  100  million  miles  of  motor  vehicle  travel* 
In  19^2,  the  rate  was  8»02.  More  can  and  must  be  done*
